

Most Cubans Want Castro Out, 
Ex-President Urrutia Reports 


Foriur Aide of Premier 
A sserts Islanders Await 
Help From Outside

MliAMI, April 6— Dr. Manuel 
Urrutia Ueo said today that 
the ijeople In Cuba were wait- 
ing jUnxiously for assistance 
from joutslde to help them over- 
throwf Premier Fidel Castro and 
eradicate Communism from the 
lslan(|. 

DrJ Urrutia, who was the first 
Presijjent of Cuba following the 
victory of the Castro revolution. 
5 aid:j‘‘The situation has changed 
since! the Bay of Pigs Invasion 
and today 90 per cent of the 
Cubap want to be free from 
the tyranny of the Communist 
Cast^ regime." 

[^rttlsh forces rounding up 
Cubhn exiles in the Bahama 
Islands reported the capture 
of pine antl-Castro raiders, 
on .^indros Island, It was re- 
ported from London.] 

"The presence of Soviet troops 
has pngered and disillusioned 
the C^ban people,” he said, "but 
they i cannot overthrow Castro 
without outside help." 

Th4 former President arrived 
here recently after spending two 
years) as a political refugee In 
Hayaha. On July 17, 1959, he 
was suddenly removed from the 
Presidency by Fidel Castro after 
he bad publicly expressed his 
opposition to Communism. 

Later he went Into the Vene- 
izuelah Embassy and when that 
[countfy btolie off relations with 
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Cuba In November. 1961, he was 
transferred to the Mexican Em- 
bassy. 

Not until a few weeks ago 
did Dr. Castro consent to per- 
mit Dr. Urrutia to leave Cuba. 
The former President said he 
did not realize Premier Castro 
was a Communist until shortly 
before the Premier removed 
him. 

"Castro had planned his ac- 
tions well and not only deceived 
the Cuban people, but the 
United States as well," he said. 
"I had tried to resign in Feb- 
ruary, 1959, again when Castro 
became Premier and at the time 
I was removed from the Presi- 
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leiicy I had already asked foi* 
leave of ali.senfe.r I
